January 

Greenbelters greeted New Year 
at Community Center party as 
dire consequences of Y2K proved 
unfounded. City Clerk David 
Moran appointed Assistant to 
City Manager. Greenbelt coop- 
eratively purchased a street 
sweeper with three other commu- 
nities. Traffic circle and bike 
lane plans announced for 
Hanover Parkway. High winds 
knocked down trees and electric 
“lines causing power outages 
whiie a portion of roof and aw- 
ning at Jasper’s Restaurant was 
blown off. Popcorn Magic, a 
movie, was partially filmed in 
Greenbelt at Greenbelt Theatre. 
City took an eight to 12-inch 
snowfall in stride. 

Council created Millennium 
Task Force to establish Greenbelt 
celebrations of history, culture 
and community and approved a 
citizen speed watch program. 
Oscar Wilde’s “An Ideal Hus- 
band” performed at Arts Center. 

February 

USDA agreed to delay all road 

improvements related to the con- 


struction of its headquarters facil- 
ity on Sunnyside Road until a 
new environmental impact deter- 
mination is made. Greenbelt 
Public Safety Committee pro- 
posed juvenile curfew law. 
George Trenton Bobbitt pleaded 
guilty to one count of first degree 
murder and one count of kidnap- 
ping, thereby avoiding death pen- 
alty, after plea bargain for killing 
of Zapporah Gonora Mack as she 
attempted to enter her residence. 
City lit new Greenbelt Theatre 
marquee in ceremony followed by 
celebrants attending Shirley 
Temple movie in the theater. 
March 

In primary election, Al Gore 
beat Bill Bradley by almost 3 - 1 
in Greenbelt, while on Republican 
side John McCain narrowly beat 


out George Bush. Greenbelter 


Maureen Lamasney elected judge 
of the Circuit Court. City coun- 
cil decided to raze boathouse at 
Buddy Attick Park. Dr. Iris T. 
Metts addressed a standing room 
only crowd, many of whom were 
upset by a proposed merger of 
Roosevelt and DuVal high 
schools, a proposal quickly with- 
drawn. 

At public hearing city sought 
support for its lawsuit against the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
and the Army Corps of Engineers 
over their “piecemeal” approach 
to wetlands destruction from road 
construction for the new USDA 
facility on Sunnyside Road in 
Beltsville instead of undertaking

New Librarian, Ellen Utley 
Reaches Out to Greenbelt

One meeting with Ellen Utley 
dispels the stereotypical depiction 
of the librarian staring coldly over 
her shoulder to silence the room 
with a reprimanding “Shhh!” 
She’s bubbly, approachable and, 
by all accounts, knowledgeable. 
A 25-year veteran in the Prince 
George’s County Library System, 
Utley brings a myriad of experi- 
ences and insights to her new 
post as manager of the Greenbelt 
library. 

Utley is an avid gardener and 
former director of the National 
Capital Area Federation of Gar- 
den Clubs (District 1). She cur-

rently serves as treasurer of the 
Kingswood Civic Association, is 
president of the New Carrollton 
Garden Club, and is an active 
member of the New Carrollton 
Recreation Council. 
A native of Philadelphia, Utley 
headed for Washington, D.C. to 
attend Howard University at the 
height of the civil rights move- 
ment. Upon graduating with a 
B.S. in economics, she happened 
upon a career in library science. 
Utley recalls the sense of adven- 
ture she felt as a “librarian in 
training” which inspired her to 
earn a Master's in library science 
from Catholic University, com- 
mencing her career. 
“Community outreach is my 
strong suit,” said Utley. Her pri- 
mary objective is to serve every 
group in the community. by rein- 


troducing each one to the re-. 


sources that directly match their 
needs and interests. Utley’s long- 
term goal is to increase circula- 
tion by 25 percent — serving all 
of Greenbelt and surrounding 
communities. “I welcome invita- 
tions to speak at community 
group meetings,’ she says. “I 
guarantee there is something here 
for you.”

Later she enter- 
tained a filled theater of “It’s a 
Wonderful Life” fans with stories 
about the filming of the show and

About 40 or 45 people at- 
tended the New Deal Café dinner 
with Grimes before the Saturday 
movie.

Grimes then delighted the au- 
dience at the theater by describ- 
ing errors in the film so that all 
could look for them during the 
screening. She detailed how the 
snow was made of Ivory Flakes 
and how you could see a soap 
film on the angel Clarence’s face 
when he was saved from drown- 
ing by Stewart. She had the au- 
dience on the lookout for a scene 
where Stewart throws a wreath on

There was laughing and 
cheering as each scene appeared 
on the screen and, of course, loud 
applause the first time Zuzu was 
shown. 


Grimes described her life as a

Now though, 
Grimes has made a late career 
out of the movie. She announced 
that she is sixty, but laughingly 
stated that she prefers to refer to 
it as “sexty.” She had pictures, 
books and other souvenirs avail- 
able and was very gracious to all, 
even those who just stopped by 
to talk with her. One fan had a 
bell that she had brought to have 
signed and was happily showing 
off the autograph. As film aficio- 
nados know, “Whenever a bell 
rings, an angel gets his wings.” 
Local film director, Jorge 
Bernardo, who shot a short film

New Deal Cafe sponsored 
Music Festival on the Mall at 
Roosevelt Center. City council 
supported Preliminary Sector 
Plan and Proposed Sectional 
Map Amendment for Greenbelt 
Metro Area, but expressed five 
areas of concern about the plan. 
The Greenbelt Athletics won the 
championship of the Cal Ripken 
Baseball League. Activist Timo- 
thy Tilghman appointed to the 
Catholic Charities Board of Di- 
rectors. Road repair work on 
Hanover Parkway exceeded 
$150,000 budget by more than 
$70,000, which caused council 
to shuffle the funding for other 
capital improvement programs. 
The permanent roundabout for 
Hanover Parkway at the en- 
trance to Schrom Hills Park was 
completed. 

Residents took issue with 
some of the city staff’s recom- 
mendations for playground 
safety improvements. After fur- 
ther rallies by Roosevelt PTSA 
members, a citizen committee 
was formed to interview and 
participate in the selection of a 
new principal for the high 
school. Alumni of Saint Hugh’s 
parochial school gathered to cel- 
ebrate the school’s fiftieth anni- 
versary. County council enacted 
CB-47, which constituted a form

Roosevelt High School and the 
appointment received accolades 
from the PTSA. “Big O’ My 
Heart” played at Greenbelt Arts 
Center. Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theatre discussed ways to raise 
funds to keep the movie house 
operating; film festivals previ- 
ously held had mixed success 
with the Alfred Hitchcock and 
Indiana Jones festivals making 
money while the Stanley 
Kubrick and Orson Welles festi- 
vals “tanked.” Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum received a 
$21,000 grant to fund a full-time 
curator with additional funds 
coming from the city. AIMCO, 
the new owners of the Springhill 
Lake apartments, undertook an 
$8 million improvement program 
to upgrade the more than 2,900 
unit apartment complex. 

A plan to expand the public 
works facility at a cost of $1.7 - 
$2 million by enlarging adminis- 
trative offices, building a new 
maintenance building and bring- 
ing existing buildings up to 
modern code was presented to 
the city council by architect 
Scott Grice. 

September 

The 46th annual Labor Day 
Festival opened with Leta Mach, 
chair of the Advisory Committee 
on Education, named Outstand- 
ing Citizen. Joanna Andrus was 
crowned Miss Greenbelt, Emily 
Ivy was named Junior Miss 
Greenbelt and the Little Miss 
Greenbelt title went to Kimberly 
Carey. Festival experienced sec- 
ond year of bad weather, but 
volunteers rose to the occasion 
and made it a soggy success. 
Minister Dan Hamlin accused 
Mayor Judith Davis of pie eating 
cheating at the festival’s pie eat- 
ing (and throwing) contest. 

_ City council received a report 
from City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin which indicated the

Elephant Titans Stomp 


On New Year’s Eve 


by Nicole DeWald 

Chances are, you've never 
heard anything like it. A delicate 
warping like a Chinese elder tra- 
versing overhead power lines in a 
pair of gold silk slippers. A deep 
and shimmering resonance like 
the song of a humpback whale 
transmitted through a band of 
metallic ore, miles beneath the 
surface of the earth. Improvisa- 
tional soundscapes for the ma- 
chine age, articulated with great 
wit and poise by Baltimore’s El- 
ephant Titans. The trio will be 
featured at the Greenbelt New 
Year 2001 celebration, courtesy 
of the city’s Recreation Depart- 
ment. 

The originality of the 
ensemble’s music is, in part, an 
inevitable outcome of its instru- 
mentation. The Titans employ a 
selection of idiosyncratic electro- 
acoustic instruments designed and 
built by member Neil Feather. 
Many of the instruments utilize 
standard guitar and bass pick-ups 
to amplify the vibration of strings 
activated by various articulators 
such as billiard balls, steel rods, 
or the player’s fingers. 

Feather’s creations include a 
large cylindrical zither called The 
Contraption, which is rotated by 
a hand crank. It has a behemoth 
cousin, the Apex Roto-Zither, 
which is operated by a sewing 
machine motor and a car’s steer- 
ing wheel. Instruments to look 
for on New Year’s Eve include 
the Nondo, a strung and ampli- 
fied sheet of steel, and represen- 
tatives of the family of former 
guitars. 

Guests may even enjoy an 
opportunity to see several of these 
instruments played at once by
